TO THE SEA 


History of Sherman's 


March from Soldier's 


Diary. 


Following is the story of Sher- 


man's great march through Georgia, 
aa recorded in a diary kept by J. S. 
Eckles of this city: 


Nov. 
21th. 
We lay still at the 


State House and during the day we 
heard from the fight at Macon. 
Our 


forces 
did 
not succeed in taking 


Maoon. 
They have, however, de- 


stroyed the railroad east and I sup- 
pose we will now tiovel for some 
other point and leave the militia in 
their glory. 
Our commissary issues 


us coffee, salt and sugar. 
We have 


drawn no bread since leaving Atlanta. 
Kilpatriok's cavalry is arriving. Our 
Orderly 
Sergeant received a com- 


mission today of first Lieutenant and 
commands the company. 
He placed 


me in the position he bad occupied. 
All the orderlies of the regiment have 
been promoted, I believe, and all the 
lieutenants to captains. 
The wea- 


ther for the past few days has beeji 
quite cool but is now moderating. 
We have few or none sick. 
What 


will be done with the wounded is 
more than I know.

friends in "God's country" thinking 
about our doings? What do we know 
o* theirs? 


Nov. 
25tb. 
With our haversacks 


replenished with one ration of hard 
bread, we left the capital and pro- 
ceeded in a south-east direction. On 
leaving the town we heard loud ex- 


In the afternoon our Advance found 
H small force of 
ruilitln 
who 
hncl 


placed 
rail 
barricades across the 


road but they were speedily routed 
and the rear brigade 
marched on 


without knowing of thooiroutnatAune. 
A soldier of the 108th Ohio Infantry 
was killed oti the skirmish line and 
was buried near the roadside. 
At 


sunset we reached the good looking 
shire town of Sparta and in the su- 
burbs near the twentieth corps camp- 
ed, this evening having completed 
the second week of oui pilgrimage. 


Nov. 
'27tb. 
Marched along at an 


early hour and being in the advance 
wo progesaed rapidly. 
Our skirmish 


line found nothing to fire at, nud 
the pack mules fairly groaned under 
the loads of edibles which we nicked 
up at every farm house. 
About, noon 


we crossed the Ogeeoheo river and 
there is now no other considerable 
stream intervening between us and 
the Savannah. 
We are also on the 


down grade for the Atlantic. 
As we 


marched along a spark was applied 
to a barn containing some hundreds 
of bales of cotton and it was soon de- 
voured. Prom the appearance of the 
quarters wo supposed that this plant- 
er might have been the owner of half 
a thousand slaves. 
Wo did not learn 


the nabob's name. 
Camped early. 


Nov. 
'28th. 
Three mi km brought 


us to the village of Louisville where 
the enemy had burnt a long bridge 
across a stream and swamp. 
For 


some reason, perhaps in retaliation 
of the biidge burning, some buildings 
were fired in the place; and others 
being in danger one brigade stopped 
to stay the flames while ours march- 
ed on and. camped, having only ad- 
vanced seven miles. 
Our camp was 


on an old plantation.which had run 
wild and was grown up with pines 
fifty feet high. 
The rest afforded

in 
this 
pleasant 
retreat 
is very 


gratefully received. 
The enemy is) 


increasing on our front. 
Our caval- 


ry is in our advance. 
Some fine 


horses and mules were captured to- 
day.
